Nor long ago a fiery naval officer of tho 
old school, spenking at a public banquet, 
gave utterance tu sentiments, in good breezy 
nautical style, which, coming from such & 
quarter, must have caused unfeigned sur- 
prico, He said that in the present day 
every devilish devico which could be con- 
ceived waa resorted to in naval warfare. 
This forcible expression does not go very 
far beyond what the large majority of 
people have felt with respect to the illustra. 
tions which hove beon afforded of the new 
methods of warfare. Torpedoes, when they 
were first heard of, were considered to be 
‘somewhat out of the range of fair naval 
wenpons, as having comething about them 
that was underhand und deceptive and 
contrary to recognised ideas of honourable 
fighting, The same view hag béen enter- 
tained ov to sub-marines, which have always 
been rogarded as something tricky; and it 
has been a great shock to old fashioned 
notions that means of so “sneaking” a 
character should have to be resorted to in 
place of the old fashioned broadside actions 
in which courage played a more conspicuous 
part. When, however, it comes sto the use 
of mines, not merely for defensive purposes, 
agin guarding tho entrance to a harbour 
but spread about as traps to destroy battle- 
ships without giving 0 moment’s warning or 
any opportunity of defonce, the “general 
feeling bas certainly become something like 
that of the: outepoken. naval officer, though 
it may not have been.ss exactly formulated 
- orag uncompromisingly expressed. “

There cn be n> doubt that tho use of 
the improved explosives of modern days is 
ina cortain way repugnant to the 1oral 
sense of a large. number of people. So fur 
as the Russb-Japanose war is concerned, it 
must be admitted that these appliances have 
been pretty equally ueed on buth sides, and 
it would require lover casuist to mark 


} the exact lino whieh divides their legitimate 


from their illegitimate use, if they are to be 


ble means hoth of offence and defence should 
be put aside altogether on grounds of senti- 
ment is of course manifestly Utopinn ; and 
it must also be admitted that, however they 
may shock the mornlsense of the largenumbor 
of persons who are specially opposed to the 
horrors of war, they will certainly be made 
use of; and the best hopo, ina humanitarian 
point of view, is that means may be found 
for making them less formidable than, with- 
out such protective methods, they will con- 
tinue to be. Science, which has discovered 
such foreible means of inflicting damage, 
may, it is réusonable to hope, be equally 
successful in devising means of resisting or 
avoiding these appliances, To thie point» 
it ig evident, attention is being steadily 
directed in Naval quarters, and it is to be 
hoped that the experiments which are being 
made. may result in discoveries that will 
reduce the meaus of sudden surprise, which 
threaten to make naval ‘warfare moro ond 
more a matter of blind chonce and less 
dependent upon atout vessels, skill, foresight 
and bravery, It hag-rarcly happened that 
a new mode of offence has not,.before very 
long, beon followed by'the discovery of some 
aqually effective means of defence; and 
though the problem at present appears o 
difficult one, it is not too mach to hope that 
some effective modification may be discovered 
pgainst mines and other explosive attack. 
‘With respect to the former, howover, one 
thing ought to be settled definitely, namely, 
that the uso of unsecured floating mines 
should be considered as an offence aguinst 
‘tho Comity of Nations. The most pressing 
exigencies of war cannot justify a belli- 
gerent in strewing the high seas with 
mines, which, though designed to havo 
effect only within a given area, may drift 
anywhere, and may cause the most serious 
damage to perfectly innocent persons... For 
protection. of a given area beyond which 
imines cannot go, and with respect to which 
the world at ‘large is properly warned, the 


use of fixed mines may be a legitimate 


mothod either of attack or defence; but this 
canvot be sitid as to strewing mines in any 
‘way which may even possibly endanger 
outside shipping, ns, if all-nccounts are to be 
belioved, was done at one stage of the war 
by Russia, Such a course is to attack the 
highway of all nations and in a sense to 
tuke up arms against them all, Consider- 
ations of ordinary policy, if nothing else, 
would prevent most nations. from wdopting 
such a course; but unfortunately such con- 
eiderations are often of little avail during 
the heat and passion of actual warfare. 


To Gréat Britain, which is so - muck 
dependont upon her navy, the new devélop- 
meuts ure of vital importance. The bare 
possibility of naval action being reduced 
largely to a mere matter of chance must 
be a very serious consideration to any 
nation who not oaly has to‘ look upon 
her navy's her first line of defonce, but to 
whom the comrand of the cea may under 
given circumstances be absolutely essential 
to maintaining defence at all. Mr. H. W. 
Watson calls attention to this point in an 
article in the National Review, which will 
no doubt be carefully considered by those 
whg are chirged with the responsibility of 
defending the Empire. He says: “ If Jupan 
had not been o strong military power, thera 
-was nothing to prevent the Vladivostock 
ships from covering a raid against the 
northern part of Jupau. It would not have 
been difficult for Russia to collect the 
necessary transports for a short voyage at 
Viudiyostock ; whileunder similar conditions 
in our case, our adversaries. will have the 
nee ssary shipping to hand. It szeus clear 
that, accepting tho“ Bluo water” view-as 
sound, our existing fleet is not certain of 
commanding tho sea, Hither we must add 
to it, or to our army, so us. to enable us to 
view with composure the possibility of a 
hostile squadron eruising for days off the 
Thames as Admiral Jessen’s fleet did off 
Tokyo.” These remarks were made werely 
upon the basis of the statistical strength of 
the Navy. Their importance, however, is 
infinitely enhanced in view of the com- 
paratively unreliable character of a navy, 
however strong, in face of the risks that 
have absolutely to be accepted in these days 
of possible attack by hidden explosives ; 
againet which triple iron is no batter pro- 
tection than the old wooden walls.

E. F. im Thurn. the Governor of Fiji, to mako 
a special trip to the kingdom, aud personally 
jnvestigata the compl:ints. The Governor 
travelled from Fiji in the gunboat Clio, and on 
arrival had an int-rview with tho King, in- 
forming him that in consequenc? of numerous 
vor plaint. he hod come to put matters on amore 
satisfactory basis, He asked permission to go 
through the Government offices, including. the 
Treasury. The latter was the firat office over- 
hauled, a sentry from tho Clie boing placed at 
the door. The contents of tho safe were turned 
out aud mustered up a hundred dollars, which 
cash balance unfortunately for the native Trea- 
curer did pot tally with that shown by the

THE NEW FRENCH GUN. 


The France Militaire publishos a glowing 
account of the now French 9.45 in, gun by one 
of the French members of Parliament who were 
present with the French Minister of War dar- 
ing experiments at Havre on December 18. 
According to this account, the French regula- 
tion 10.63 in, mortar is s mere toy fn its effects 
in comparison with the now gun, which weighs 
ton tons aud throws @ projectile of 359,.95lb , 
with a muzzle velocity of 1,610 ft. ‘per second, 
making it impossible ‘to follow ita flight. The 
energy of the recoil being usad for doing ali the 
heavy work, including the loading, the crow of 
the gan is reduced to three—ono to attend to 
the. sighting, a second toduties which may “not 
be revealed, ands third to the loading. The 
last is protrcted by a cutrass of padded moterial 
anda mask of the same, which closes hermetic- 
ally his oars and mouth, as the return of the 
flame from that portion of the powder which ig- 
nites only on coming into contact with the air 
at tho muzzle is so considerable ss to be 
dongerons and the noise’ requires the ears 
to RA otected.' The three gunners who 
firod the 15. rounds at the experiments 
had worked the gun ovly threo timos 
before, Those 15 runds, however, made 
48} roands altogether which had boen fired from 
the gun withont its showing signs of serious 
domage, although $00 rounds represont tho | 
average capability of guns of this fibro. Tho | 
coat of a dingly gun, including ammunition 
(the number of rounds is not stated), is estimat- 
ed at £20,000. ‘Tho firing of the gun took 
plsce from the battery of the Hive, which is 
so elovated as be considered out o” denger of 
return firo from the sea. The rote of firing was 
threo rounds a minute direoted agaiust_o_tor- 
got towad at a speed of five knots, 5,000 metres 
(3 miles and 188 yards) out at sea, Tho French 
Minister of War expressed himeelf as highly 
patiafiod with the results of the experiments.

The Chinese advise that no offort be made to 
catch a thie? who ig interrnpted in his ‘felonious 
little plans,’ tho best thing to Ro is to got bim 
out of the houre with as little dolny and os little 
dooty as pos-itla There are two reasons given 
for this:—First it is unsafe to Jay bands on 
him, for ho may bearmed with o * lifo-presorver,’ 
which whon wielded in the dark, may do more 
damage than is intended; or bis ‘ back hair’ 
may be furnished with a comb of sh spikes 
which will be found op*unploasant thing to 
grasp, when bis would-be captor makes a grap at 
his “pigtail,” snd secondly, becanse, when you 
have canght your thief, you will be at a loss to 
know what to do with him. If you hand bim 
over to the constable this will be the same as 
letting him off scot-free; and if you escort him 
to the station, ho will again be handed over to 
the constable, or shat up for = time, and be 
aveutaally released with renowed desires tor the 
acquisition of your property, and a thirst for 
revenge which be will endeavour to eatialy ot 
the earliest opportunity. The Last thing to do 
with a thief is not to have one (to put it in an 
‘Irish ' form); to no safeguard your property ns 
to proclude tho possibility of any great lows. A 
good watch-dog- will be found most valuable, 
though thieves will eometimes manage to remove 
ibis obstacle by poison. Tho next best thing 
to do, is to get rid: of your thief quickly and 
cheaply by frightening him off as goon as 
possible,—Straits Times. a
